SCHOOL  REPORT, 


It  is  not  our  purpose  to  make  a  very  extended  re- 
port, but  perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  give  a  brief  mention 
of  the  teachers  and  the  work  accomplished  in  the  several 
divisions  for  the  past  year.  Schools  have  been  held  in 
seven  divisions.  But  one  term  was  held  in  divisions 
three,  five  and  seven,  as  there  were  but  few  scholars  in 
these  divisions,  it  was  thought  advisable  by  the  School 
Board  not  to  have  but  one  term,  and  that  they  be  accommo- 
dated for  the  balance  of  the  school  jenr  at  some  of  the 
other  divisions.  This  as  we  are  well  aware  did  not  prove 
satisfactory  in  all  cases,  but  under  the  circumstances  we 
considered  it  the  best  that  could  de  done.  In  Division 
One,  the  spring  term  taught  by  Miss  Susie  H.  Walker, 
who  is  a  3^ounglady  of  quiet  manners,  a  thorough  scholar, 
and  we  think  a  good  teacher,  but  for  some  reason  the 
scholars  did  not  take  the  interest  they  should  in  order  to 
make  the  school  an  entire  success. 

The  fall  term  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Ruth 
Park  was  a  very  pleasant  and  profitable  one.  Miss  Park 
has  excellent  qualifications  as  a  teacher. 

District  Two,  spring  term  taught  by  Ned  D.  Webber. 
Mr.  Webber  has  had  considerable  experience  in  teaching, 
is  a  ripe  scholar  and  his  methods  of  teaching  for  the  most 
part  are  very  practical.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  and 
consequently  one  of  the  most  difficult  schools  in  town, 
and  requires  a  teacher  of  tact  and  ability. 
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The  fall  term  was  commenced  by  Miss  Ina  M.  Mann, 
who  after  four  weeks  resigned  the  position.  Miss  Carrie 
M.  Cochran  of  Fraucestown  taking  her  place.  Miss 
Cochran  has  had  a  long  and  successful  experience  in 
teaching,  she  soon  brought  order  out  of  chaos,  and  fin- 
ished the  term  with  ver}^  satisfactor}"  results  to  all  con- 
cerned, '-tilled  the  bill"'  to  perfection. 

Division  Three,  spring  term  taught  by  Miss  Hannah 
A.  Chase,  who  has  taught  several  })revious  terms  in  tOA\n 
and  gave  geneial  satisfaction. 

Division  Four  was'  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
Jennie  (1.  Dodge  for  the  year.  Miss  Dodge  has  taught 
school  in  this  town  for  several  years,  always  with  good 
results.     She  is  an  energetic,  hard-working  teacher. 

Division  Five,  fall  term  taught  by  Miss  Weston  of 
Hancock,  who  is  well  qualified  as  a  teacher.  She  gave 
very  good  satisfaction . 

Division  Six  was  again  under  the  able  management 
of  Mrs.  Edw.  W.  Colburn.  This  is  the  third  year  she  has 
taught  in  this  division,  always  Avith  the  best  results.  As 
regards  scholarship  and  discipline  this  school  ranks  among 
the  best  in  town. 

Division  Seven,  (formerl}^  known  as  the  Crosby  dis- 
trict), fall  term  taught  by  Miss  Belle  H.  Hubbard.  This 
was  her  second  attempt  at  teaching.  She  takes  an  interest 
in  the  work,  and  with  experience  we  think  \^ill  make  a 
successful  teacher. 

The  scholars  in  West  Deering  were  provided  for  at 
Hillsborough  Bridge,  a]id  the  Bemis  children  in  Benning- 
ton. 

We  have  for  the  most  part  been  able  to  secure  ex- 
perienced and  competent  teachers,  but  the  task  is  a  dif- 
ficult one  for   the   reason   that  we    have  a  less   number  of 


teacher,  and  stimulates  the  scholars  to  greater  ettort  to 
appear  at  their  best.  We  have  introduced  one  new  text 
book  the  past  year,  Frye's  New  Geograph3\  This  is  a]i 
excellent  book  and  strictly  up  to  date.  As  the  old 
geographies  were  in  a  somewhat  worn  cojidition,  it  was 
thought  best  to  make  a  change.  The  available  school 
money  for  the  coming  year  will  be  less  than  last  year,  as 
the  literary  fund  is  reduced  nearly  one-half  and  we  can 
hardl}^  expect  as  much  from  the  High  school  fund  as  last 
year. 

We  hope  the  town  will  see  lit  to  raise  a  sufficient 
sum  to  insure  at  least  twenty  w^eeks  schooling  for  the 
year.  Believing  that  the  town  could  not  better  expend  a 
few  hundred  dollars  than  to  help  educate  the  young  and 
fit  them  for  the  battle  of  life  which  is  before  them.  In 
closing  we  wish  to  thank  parents  and  scholars  and  all  in- 
terested in  the  cause  of  education  fen-  their  assistance  and 
support.
